Dear Sir: 

1 would like to express my 
views on the proposed hospital 
in the City of Elba, and the 
method of paying the City’s 
part of the cost in construct- 
ing the hospital. 

First, I think it has become 
essentiai that every City of any 
Size have a hospital for the 
protection of its citizens, and 
Elba has been in dire need of 
one for a goad many years, 

I live and operate a large 
farm with several tenant fam- 
ilies just half way between Elba 
and Opp, but I have «ansiderec 
and accepted Elba as my home- 
town for many years. I do all 
my trading in Elba when pos- 
sible. My children attended 
school in Elba. In the past I 
have had occasion to need and 
use hospitals for my family as 
well as my tenants, and I[ shall 
perhaps use them again, and of 
course I would much prefer to 
patronize an institution in my 
own home town. 

Next, as to the method of 
paying for the City’s part of 
the cost to build the hospital, 
1 can see no fairer means of 
raising the funds than that 
of a sales tax, and I certainly 
would not mind the smal] ad- 
ditional cost of merchandise, 
nor do I believe anyone would 
if they consider the benefit to 
be received from the hospital. 
The one per cent’sales tax will 
have no bearing whatever on 
my continued trading relations 
with the merchants of Elba and 
and I’m sure the same attitude 
prevails with all my neighbors. 

If it were possible I would be 
happy to vote for the hospital 
in the coming City election, 
but since that is not possible, 
I can only hope that the voters 
of the City will vote favorably 
on this project when given the 
opportunity.

Rights Extended 


The Social Security Adminis- 
tration today called attention 
to new social security rights 
for persons who have been dis- 
abled tor some time and vet- 
erans with  service-connecied 
disabilities. 

New amendments recently 
passed by Congress and signed 
by the President extend the 
deadline for persons severely 
disabled before January 1, 1955, 
to file an application for a 
“freeze” to protect their social 
Security benefit rights. The a- 
mendments als® provide that 
veterans with service-connect- 
ed disabilities may receive a 
full disability benefit under so- 
cial security along with their 
full disability compensation 
from the Veterans Administrat- 
ion. 

The original deadline was set 
at last June 30. The new dead- 
line is June 30, 1958.

Fatal Accidents During Holidays 


Too much speed is inyolyed 
in seven out of ten fatal traf- 
lic accidents on holidays, al- 
though it is a factor in less 
than four out of ten fatal mis- 
haps the remainder of the year, 
according to figures recently 
released by the National Saf- 
ety Council. 

In a special study of holiday 
accidents, the Council lists 
eight principal . circumstances 
of traffic accidents last Labor 
Day, when 435 persons were 
killed. 

1. Speed was a factor in 71 
percent of the accidents. 

2, Drinking was a factor in 
nearly half the accidents. 

3. Accidents were most fre- 
quent early in the week-end. 

4. Accidents were most fre- 
quent during the evening hours. 

5. Non- collision accidents 
were the most frequent type. 

6. Eighty-two per cent of the 
accidents occurred in rural 
areas. 

7. Single driver 
were most frequent. 

8. Victims were usually the 
drivers. 

The facts show that the most 
dangerous period of holiday 
travel is while en route to holi- 
day destination rather than 
on the trip home. 

Colonel Bill Lyerly, Director, 
Department of Public Safety, 
points out the fact that these 
figures give a clear picture of 
what occurred on the streets 
and highways of the state and 
nation during the 1956 Labor 
Day week-end. Colonel Lyerly 
Says even though traffic has 
increased, we have had less 
traffic deaths on our higlways 
this: year. 

Gives Basic Rules 

Colonel Lyerly says that this 
Labor Day week-end will be 
our Jast major holiday prriod 
of the summer. Most people 
will be driving during this per- 
iod. He says we will all be safer 
during this holiday period, if 
we will remember these basic 
traffice rules. 

1. Remember uncontrolled 
speed and horsepower kills. 

2. Start early and don’t hur-

ry. 
3. Obey legal speed limits. 

4. Avoid abrupt stops and 
turns and don’t take chances 
in passing. 

5. Keep your mind on your 
driving and expect the: unex- 
pected from the other fellow. 

6. Be patient and courteous 
in heavy traffice. 

7. Heed all traffic signs, sig- 
nals, and highway markings.

I would like to express my 
wholehearted support of the 
efforts to build a hospital for 
Elba and its trade territory. 
For the past several weeks I 
have talked with a good many 
people in regard to the _ pro- 
posed program and the finan- 
cing of it. A very large percent 
of those with whom I have 
talked have expressed their 
100 per cent support for the en- 
tire program. 

There is a definite need in 
Elba for a hospital. For a large 
number of years I have worked 
under my supervision from 40 
to 100 employees. It was my 
experience that a hospital near 
us would have been much bet- 
ter, not only from the stand- 
point of emergency aid and 
treatment, but from the stand- 
point of a saving in travel and 
time in going to and from the 
hospital.

ers, etc. would be only 4% of 1 
percent which would be only 
& $2.50 tax on a $1,000 pur- 


chase. The tax on a $3,000 au- 
tomobile would only be $7.50 
One or two trips to an out-of- 
town hospital would amount 
to more than this. 

I would like to challenge the 


people of Elba and its trade 
territory to let’s get behind 
this program to build a much 


needed hospital for all the peo- 
ple in this area,
